Russian 101 


Broome Community College will add a 
new language to its array of course offerings 
in foreign languages this fall: Russian 101. 

The interest of Americans in the Soviet 
Union has been growing steadily since the 
introduction of the policy of “glasnost” about 
two years ago. The recent rapprochement 
with the USSR allows us to expect an increase 
in travel and cultural and scientific 
exchanges. 

Binghamton has a sister city in the Soviet 
Union and is now preparing the first student 
exchange between them. Americans will 
need to learn to communicate with their 
Soviet counterparts. 

Russian 101 is an introduction to all aspects 
of the Russian language - basic vocabulary, 
essentials of grammar, reading and conver- 
sation. In fact, it will be much more than that. 
It will also be an introduction to the life of 
the Soviet people, aspects of their history, 
political system, economy and culture. It will 
reveal a Russia that is not as “mysterious” 
as some people believe. 

The course will be taught by Victoria 
Belenkaya, a native speaker of the Russian 
language who has a PhD in literature and 
linguistics from Moscow State University. “I 
see this as a great addition to the many other 
efforts on campus to foster a greater aware- 
ness of our international neighbors,” said Dr. 
Donald A Dellow, President of BCC.

Donald A. Dellow was born in Free- 
ville, New York on December 2, 1941.

Graduating from Paul Smith's College 
in 1962 with an Associate in Arts degree, 
Dr. Dellow entered the State University 
College at Oswego as one of the first 
liberal arts students. He graduated from 
Oswego in 1964 with a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in psychology. 

At the University of Florida he was a 
participant in the Kellogg Foundation 
program for community college edu- 
cators. He received a Master of Edu- 
cation degree in community college 
teaching, with a minor in psychology. 
A series of teaching positions, research 
assistantships and further education led 
Dr. Dellow to his Doctor of Education 
degree in 1971. Dr. Dellow then 
accepted a position as Assistant Profes- 
sor of Educational Psychology and 
Research at the University of Kansas. 
There he taught human growth and 
development and adolescent psychol- 
ogy at the graduate and undergrad- 
uate levels. He also developed a 
research interest in the improvement of 
classroom instruction. 


This interest in faculty development 
continued at Memphis State University 
resulting in numerous articles on var- 
ious topics in instructional develop- 
ment. Although he became tenured in 
1978, Dr. Dellow left the university in 
1979 to return to the community college 
scene as Chairperson of Social, Recrea- 
tional and Business Sciences at North 
Country Community College in 
Saranac Lake, New York. 

In 1982, Dr. Dellow became Dean of 
Instructional Affairs at Chipola Junior 
College in Marianna, Florida. Over a 
period of nearly six years he rose 
through the ranks to Vice President of 
Instructional and Student Affairs. When 
the President of the college left in the 
summer of 1987, Dr. Dellow was 
appointed Interim President. He did not 
apply for that position hoping instead 
for a presidency in New York. This keen 
interest to return to his roots brings Dr. 
Dellow to Broome Community College. 
His colleagues at BCC wish him success 
and pleasure here in our community. 

Dr. Dellow is married to the former 
Judith Rowson, of Niagara Falls, New 
York. Dr. Dellow and Judy have two 
children, Jeremy (13) and Christopher 
(10). The family enjoys cross-country 
skiing, hiking, canoeing and traveling.

Two major gifts to trust of approx- 
imately $1.25 million added to funds 
currently at work for BCC and its 
students resulted in the largest one year 
expansion of the BCC Foundation’s 
endowment in its history last year. 

A gracious and generous lady who 
wished to help young people get an 
education, the late Mary Wharton 
bequethed the large part of her estate 
to the Dr. Raeburn J. and Mary H.

Through a final estate settlement, the 
corpus of the Trust was expanded by 
approximately $430,000. This makes 
that portion of the Trust for BCC over 
$1 million. An equal amount serves 
students at the State University Center 
at Binghamton.

an educational opportunity for all, 
literally thousands of students will 
receive help and be rewarded for their 
efforts through the Wharton and Eckler 
Trusts.

SUNY Chancellor’s 
Award for Excellence 


State University of New York recently 
cited 54 classroom teachers, pro- 
fessional service employees and librari- 
ans for excellence in performance of 
their duties. 

Acting Chancellor Jerome B. Komisar 
announced the names of professionals 
from 35 State University and Community 
College campuses, congratulating 
them for dedication to their campus 
and profession. 

Among the recipients of the 1988 
Chancellor's Award for Excellence 
were two Broome Community College 
employees: for Excellence in Teaching, 
David K. Walsh, Associate Professor of 
Biology; and for Excellence in Profes- 
sional Service, Charles J. Quagliata, 
Dean, Center for Community Education. 

The recognition series dates to 1972 
when the Chancellor's Awards for 
Excellence in Teaching were created. 
Later the program was expanded to 
honor librarians and members of the 
professional service for distinguished 
performance. A SUNY-wide advisory 
committee of peer professionals makes 
recommendations for each group of 
awards, reviewing nominations from 
faculty, students and colleagues 
throughout the 64-campus system. 

Each award winner receives da 
medallion suitable to be worn at 
commencements, honors convocations 
and other academic ceremonies. 

As a result of being recipients of the 
Chancellor's Award, Dean Quagliata 
and Professor Walsh will also receive 
the BCC Foundation’s Faculty/Staff 
Award. These firsttime awards carry a 
stipend of $500 and are given by the 
Foundation in recognition of the excel- 
lence displayed by these two profession- 
als. The Foundation awards will be pre- 
sented at the President's Round Table 
Luncheon, to be held on October 1. 

In his letter of support for Mr. Walsh's 
nomination, BCC President, Donald A. 
Dellow cited many examples of excel- 
lence in the classroom. “Since Mr. Walsh 
joined our faculty he has been an 
excellent and dedicated teacher in the 
community college setting... His 
courses are designed to create an 
environment where students with var- 
ious skills and backgrounds have the 


opportunity to be successful. Students 
rate Mr. Walsh as one of the best 
professors on campus ... He has 
upgraded courses that were in exist- 
ence when he joined the College and 
created new ones as the need arose. 

Mr. Walsh is an active professional on 
campus. He has served as Chairperson 
of the College’s Biology Department for 
a number of years and he is a member 
of the College Council... 1 endorse Mr. 
Walsh for the Excellence in Teaching 
Award. He is deserving of it and would 
be an excellent SUNY-wide represen- 
tative of the Award’s significance and 
prestige,” said Dr. Dellow. 

Dean Quagliata has been associated 
with Broome Community College since 
1969 holding such positions as instruc- 
tor and chairman in the English Depart- 
ment, acting Dean of Liberal Arts and 
beginning in 1981, Dean of Community 
Education. 

In his letter of support of Dean 
Quagliata’s nomination, then BCC 
Interim President, Murray H. Block, 
noted that the excellence associated 
with the BCC Community Education 
program was known statewide through- 
out the SUNY System. “A Community 
College - as its name implies - is a 
college for the community. Broome 
Community College is just that, in the 
very best sense, because its Community 
Education component is vibrant, effec- 
tive, imaginative, aggressive, and sup- 
portive of the needs of the citizens of 
Broome County and the Southern Tier.
